determinedly, and after five minutes’ play Malherbe 
eossed the British line for a try, which was not 
converted. Twelve minutes later Borman, the Pre- 
toria full-back, dropped a fine goal from a penalty. 
The British rallied, and executed some promising 
movements, which, however, failed to materialise, 
and the game ended in a victory for Pretoria. 

The British XV. played a fine, sporting game. 
and made every effort to keep the game ag open as 
possible, but their attacks lack finish. Many 
observers are of opinion that they would have done 
petter with another forward instead of the extra 
three-quarter.

THE RIGHT TO PROSECUTE. 


In the Dublin District Court yesterday, 
before Mr. G. Cussen, District Justice, 
several] persons were prosecuted at the suit 
of the Corporation for offences under the 
Notification of Births Act, 1907. 

Mr. OhUadhaigh, solicitor, who appeared 
for some of the defendants, submitted that 
under the Criminal Justice Administration 
Act the Corporation had no power to 
rosecute the summonses. According to 
Section 9 of the Act, all criminal prosecutions 
should be at the suit of the Attorney- 
General, unless so" e other person was desig- 
nated in the statute to be prosecutor. 

Mr. Cussen said that he had not seen the 
Act, but, according to Mr. O hUadhaigh, the 
onus was thrown on Mr, Burke (Law Agent 
to the Corporation) to show that he was 
authorised to prosecute. 

Mr. Burke said that the Notification of 
Births Act was adopted with the other Acts 
and anybody could prosecute. The loca 
authority had adopted the Act, and they 
were the people to put it into operation. He 
had been taken very much by surprise, and 
had not seen the Act referred to. 

Mr. OhUadhaigh said that, if his inter- 
pretation of the Act was correct, practically 
nine-tenths of the ordinary criminal 
summonses would go by the board, unless 
they were prosecuted by the Attorney- 
General. It might be a good thing to 
adjourn the hearing of the summonses in 
order to give them an opportunity of looking 
into the question.

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PLANS FOR BUILDING WORKS [CREAT DUBLIN HOUSING 


SCHEME. 


1,500 DWELLINGS ON NORTH 
SIDE. 

A scheme for the erection of a further 1,500 

houses on the North side of the city is being 
promoted by the Dublin City Commissioners. 
‘his scheme is in addtion to the big scheme 
now held up at Marino, under which between 
1,200 and 1,500 houses are contemplated. 
The site of the new scheme covers about 100 
acres. It will involve an expediture of over 
£1,000,000, and will provide continuous em- 
ployment for about 3,000 men for from three 
to four years. 

Of the total cost it is expected that the 
Government will provide £700,000, and the 
balance will be raised by a loan. . 

The site of the new housing scheme lies 
between Upper Drumcondra road and Glas- 
nevin, along the Tolka River. The greater 
part of the 160 acres is within the Butterly 
and Lindsay estates, and has for some time 
been let on the eleven months’ system for 
crazing. 

Some seventy owners of lands and houses 
will have to be eliminated and com: 
pensated for their various interests. Between 
ten and eleven acres will be taken 
from the grounds of the Marlborough Hall; 
seven acres from the lands attached to Del- 
ville House, and a few roods from the 
grounds of St. Patrick’s Training College. It 
is further proposed to wipe out ‘ Fairfield,” 
an old mansion on the Glasnevin road, twelve 
houses in Milbourne avenue, three of which 
have dairy yards, and two houses in Botanic 
avenue, 

The new trunk road to connect Clontarf 
with Glasnevin will link up Home Farm road, 
Whitehall, with (Glasnevin, and will ter- 
minate on the site of Fairfield. This will 
necessitate the construction of a new bridge 
over the Tolka. 

The road has already been begun at the 
Clontarf end near Marino, and will run 
thence to Whitehall, thus giving a grand con- 
necting link between Glasnevin and the sea 
road, which should prove a very useful and 
very welcome highway for residents in the 
Glasnevin and Drumcondra areas. 

The Marino building site lies on this road, 
and a further scheme is in contem- 
lation to erect some hundreds of houses 
mw"ú the Marino site and the 
proposed site of the new scheme. 
The houses are planned to provide every 
modern requirement. A small garden wall 
be attached to each, and it is hoped to bring 
the rents within the capacity of the average 
thrifty working man. 

Having failed in most cases to obtain satis- 
factory replies from the owners, particularly 
from those in Milbourne avenue, steps were 
taken to exercise compulsory powers con- 
ferred by the Housing of the Working Classes 
Act, 1890-1921. The Loca Government 
Department is being asked for sanction to 
the scheme, and the usual local inquiry will 
be held in due course. 

It is hoped to begin building operations in 
the early spring, and contracts for the houses 
will be taken for sections of about 200

WATERFORD WATERWORKS.

At a meeting of Waterford Corporation 
a report was received from Mr. J. J. Fleming, 
Borough Surveyor, on the water supply, in 
which he stated that in July, lid, the 
Council invited the eminent waterworks en- 
cineers, Messrs. Sir Alex Binnie and Son, and 
Deacon of Westminster, to report on a supple- 
mental supply to the city, and, after a per- 
sonal visit, they concluded their report by 
stating :—*‘ We have no hesitation in recom- 
mending that the additional water required 
can be obtained from the Knockaderry reser- 
voir by increasing the capacity of that reser- 
voir, laying a new main, and providing the 
necessary filters and service to the reservoir.’ 
The probable cost of this work they estimated 
at £30,000. 

Beyond a variation in the estimate due to 
the reduction in cost of materials, etc., Mr. 
Fleming considers the above conclusions: to be 
the only practical solution of the problem. 
After some discussion it was decided to refer 
the report for concideration to the Water- 
works Committee.

THE WORLD'S TIMBER 
SUPPLY. 


DANGER OF FAMINE. 


Messrs. Craig and Storey, addressing the 
joint sections of Botany and Agriculture of 
the British Association at Toronto, antici- 
pated a world famine in timber unless proper 
measures were taken almost immediately. 
Apart from fuel, which was usually obtained 
from hardwoods, an overwhelming proportion 
of the timber required for industrial pur- 
poses was produced by pine, spruce, and other 
coniferous species With a few exceptions, 
these were limited to the North American 
Continent, Northern Europe, and Asia. But 
there could not be permanent reliance on sup- 
plies from these regions. In Europe timber 
consumption every year far exceeded forest 
growth. Siberia, no doubt, had vast unex- 
plored resources, but there and in Russia 
development was difficult from the difficulty 
and expense of extracting the timber, apart 
from political troubles. The United States 
consumed nearly half the world’s production 
of timber, and at the present rate of de- 
Be it seemed as if the virgin forests of the 

nited States and of Canada would not last 
more than trom 25 to 50 years. In view of 
the failing supplies and the slow growth of 
trees, there was urgent need for the reaffores- 
tation of devastated areas, for the protection 
of young growth, and a more competent con- 
servation of the remainder of the original 
forests. 

Mr. J. W. ‘‘oumey said that 35 years ago 
the United States had no public forests 
organised for continuous amha scor Now 
there were nearly 165 million acres of 
national, State, and communal forests. But 
it seemed probable that this acreage cf 
publicly owned forest would not increaso 
rapidly enough to solve the problem of wood 
supply. All the land in the United States 
that could be regarded as forest land would 
have to be intensively managed for continuous 
yield before the annual growth would even 
approach requirements: Nearly four-fifths’ cf 
the entire forest area was still privately owned 
and the trend of public opinion was towards 
the development of that to its full extent by 
coercive or by co-operative measures. The 
balance of opinion appears to tend towards 
co-operation between the State and private 
owners, the assistance being given in the form 
of protection from fire and relief from taxa- 
tion. The past quarter of a century has seen 
a remarkable advance in education and re- 
search in forestry, with the result that private 
owners are beginning to make great efforts 
towards continuous production of timber. 
The establishment of processes for the effi- 
cient management of privately owned forest 
property, in his opinion, was the direction in 
which the future of the United States as a 
timber-producing country might be secured. 

Mr. D. Roy Cameron described the methods 
in practice in Canada for forest fire protection, 
and Mr. E. H. Finlayson discussed the steps 
that had been taken towards the continuous 
production of timber. The general trend of 
the discussion was to the effect that. the aze 
of exploiting virgin forests was quickly draw- 
ing to a close and that the future of timber 
supply for all purposes could be secured only 
by methods of continuous silviculture, in 
which replacement bv planting more than 
made up for the depletion by cropping.

NEW SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 
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CONCRETE FOR HOUSES. 


TWO PRACTICAL METHODS. 

Mr. Douglas Wood, F.R.1.B.A., F.S.1,, late 
Housing Commissioner to the British 
Ministry of Health, writes on the housing 
question as follows :— 

The recent excitement in the House of 
Commons, due to Mr. Wheatley's statement 
as to the possibility of solving the housing 
shortage by building with iron sheets on 
timber framework, together with letters by 
ex-Ministers of Health and other notable per- 
sons, whilst whetting public appetite for sen- 
sational disclosures, goes no farther than 
es the difficulties of the situation. 

After careful study of the matter for the 
past five years, during which period I have 
had practical experience of most forms of 
ó AON construction, Í have come to the con- 
clusion that the problem can. only be solved 
on lines which entirely eliminate the brick- 
layer and the plasterer, and, at the same 
time, give a structure that may reasonably 
be expected to last 60 years, with walls that 
are vermin proof, 

The iron sheet and timber frame type of 
house does not fulfil the latter very necessary 
requirement, and for that reason alone it will 
be unsuitable for erection in large numbers 
in crowded areas. The only other practical 
method (excluding brick-built houses) is by 
concrete methods of construction. 

Since 1920 hundreds of methods of cón- 
crete construction have been patented and 
tried out, but very few have emerged suc- 
cessfully from the test of practical applica- 
tion. Concrete methods di 


ivide themselves 
into three distinct groups—namely :— 

1, The concrete block method of construc- 
tion (which requires the assistance of brick- 
layers and plasterers to a limited extent, and, 
therefore, does not meet the requirements 
mentioned). 

2. The concrete post and panel mess. 

3. The poured concrete method involving 


_the use of shuttering). 


The two latter methods can be constructed 
in such a manner as to eliminate the brick- 
layer and plasterer, and are, therefore, the 
lines along which success. must be looked for. 
They also have the advantage of reducing the 
use of the skilled labourer in all trades to 
the greatest extent, thereby making it Ie. 
sible to employ large bodies of unskilled 
labourers, thus helping to relieve unemploy- 
ment.

HIGHWAY. 
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£2,000,000 NEW 


The first sod of the new Glasgow to Edin- 
burgh highway was cut at the corner of Cum- 
bernauld road and Todd street, Glasgow, by 
Mrs. Montgomery, wife of the Lord Provost 
of Glasgow, in the presence of a large com- 
any, which included Mr. Harry Gosling, 
Minister of Transport; Sir Henry Maybury, 
Director-General of Roads; and Mr. William 
Adamson, Secretary for Scotland. After the 
formal ceremony, Mr. Gosling laid a granite 
memorial milestone with an inscribed bronze 
plate. 

The new road is one of the many unemploy- 
ment relief schemes which are being carried 
out all over the country, and will cost about 
£2,115,000 to complete, of which the largest 
proportion will undoubtedly go in wages to 
men who are at present unemployed. 

The new route will be 41.72 miles in length 
from Glasgow, passing through Central 
Lanarkshire, the southern half of Linlthgow- 
shire, and the northern corner of Midlothian 
to Edinburgh. It involves the construction 
of over 23 miles of new road, and the widen- 
ing of about 16 miles of existing road. The 
cost of the road will be borne by the 
Ministry of Transport, who initiated the 
scheme. The whole work will be carried out 
by contract, and Mr. D, A. Donald, formerly 
Purgh Engineer of Grangemouth, on Firth of 
Forth, is the chief engineer. 

The first eleven miles of the road from 
Glasgow will be new, crossing the existing 
CGlasgow-Airdrie road to the village of New- 
house. The first four miles will be 120ft. 
wide between fences, with two Xft. carnage- 
ways, a reserve space of ft. in the centre, 
and a footpath of 15ft. on either side. The 
width of the latter part will be 100ft., with a 
3Oft. carriage way in the centre, and a foot. 
path and margin 35ft. wide on either side. 
The remainder. of the road, except for the 
last section in Edinburgh, will be the same 
width and similarly divided. In Edinburgh, 
at. the junction of Bathgate and Linlithgow- 
shire roads, the new road will branch to 
Queensferry road, which will be followed east 
for nearly two miles, at the end of which the 
new road will lead to the termination of the 
route in Ferry road at Crewe Toll Junction. 

The section of the new road in Edinburgh 
will be 60ft. wide, with 40ft. carriage way. 
Only one contract has been placed, namely, 
for the Glasgow-Baillieston section of about 
four miles, and on this work, as stated, is 
held up. 


GREAT DOCK BUILDING 
SCHEME. 

Preliminary operations for the construction 
of Glasgow's new docks are in progress. The 
scheme aims at adding almost seven miles 
to the quayage of the port: the cost may 
range from £16,000,000 to £20,000,000, and 
the work, even under the most favourable 
conditions, is likely to last between 20 and 
30 vears. 

To ensure that improvements may be in- 
corporated and that profit may be earned as 
speedily as possible, the scheme will be under- 
taken in sections. 

In the stretch of river front from Shield- 
hall to Renfrew six parallel basins, with the 
necessary ving docks, are to be formed. 
No. 1 dock is the smallest of the six, and 
will be constracted nearest to Glasgow. The 
length is'5,780 feet, wid*: 350 feet, and water 
surface 404 acres. At low water the depth 
ha be 32 feet, which is seven feet deeper,

No country in Europe needs 
peace more urgently than this little island 
of ours, and the Irish people may be 
trusted to support any movement which 
has the limitation of armaments as its 
aim.

They will be 
required for the first time to interpret 
the views of the Irish nation on a problem 
of vast importance to humanity, and it is

competition, with all its disastrous results, 
there can be only one choice. The League 
of Nations now has an opportunity of 
giving a completely new orientation to 
European politics; for even partial dis- 
armament would deal a death blow to the 
military habit throughout the Continent. 
This habit has been the curse of mankind 
for centuries, and when President Wilson 
launched his great campaign against it 
towards the end of the war the whole 
civilised world rejoiced. The mere fact 
that. the League of Nations should be 
about to discuss disarmament is a com- 
plete vindication of President Wilson’s 
policy; and, although the United States 
still refuses to have anything to do with 
the League, the presence at Geneva of 
Messrs. Macdonald and Herriot proves 
that its authority is extending, and that 
its possibilities for good have captured 
the imagination of peace-loving men and 
women throughout Europe. Much remains 
to be done before the League will be able 
to order the affairs of the globe. Old 
jealousies, old prejudices and old animosi- 
ties must die out before Woodrow Wilson's 
noble ideal can be brought to complete 
fruition ; but the minds of men are moving 
in the right direction, and the Irish people 
should be proud of the fact that their 
representatives have been given the chance 
to play a part in the creation of a new 
spirit at Geneva.

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The Moroccan Campaign. 


Recent rumours of a Spanish evacuation 
of Morocco are disproved by the latest 
news from the battle front. King Alfonso 
has returned from a visit. to his troops 
in the Western zone. 
a profound secret, and the announcement 
by the Marquis de Estella, President of 
the Directory, that he is expected in 
Madrid, is the first public intimation that 
he has been at the front.

Now that so large a force is 
available for an offensive, the chief difh- 
culty which faces the Spaniards is that 
cf terrain. The employment of a large 
force will prove a severe test in the broken 
and difficult country over which operations 
must take place. The tactical and ad- 
ministrative skill of the higher command 
and the disciplipe and efficiency of all 
ranks will be put to a severe test. A year 
ago, when corruption was rife in the 
Spanish Army, the success of the opera- 
tion would have been improbable.

Last night the Free State delegation to 
the League of Nations left Dublin for 
Geneva. The fifth assembly of the League 
will open on next Monday, and the Free 
State representatives will take their place 
among delegates from fifty-one other 
nations of the world. This meeting of 
the League is likely to be the most im- 
portant, and at the same time the most 
critical, in its short history. The agenda 
contains an array of subjects which must 
be considered, but the twin problems of 
security and disarmament will over- 
shadow everything else. A year ago the 
assembly discussed the Draft Treaty of 
Mutual Assistance, which was promoted 
chiefly by the. French group as a sort of 
military supplement to the Washington 
naval agreement. In the meanwhile, the 
terms of this draft treaty have been 
weighed in the balance, and, so far, at any 
rate, as Britain is concerned, they have 
been found wanting. The question of 
European disarmament is extremely com- 
plicated and bristles with difficulties at 
every turn. France and Britain are its 
principal protagonists, and, unfortunately, 
they have almost diametrically opposite 
points of view.

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The Old Horse Market. 


What is known as the “old horse 
market” is an institution that is no 
credit to Dublin and could not exist 


tinkers, and there sold for small sums to 
poor folk, who, often enough, find a few 
days later that they have made bad 
bargains with their two or three pounds. 
The wretched creatures are bought in the 
country by tinkers for the proverbial 
song, fed and cared for a few days, and 
then sold at the market to humble people 
who are trying in these days of dire un- 
employment to scrape a living by hawking 
vegetables or coal. The beasts—sometimes 
with bones coming through the skin—earn 
the few pounds spent on their purchase 
in suffering and misery, and then perish ; 
or, as often happens, their poor purchasers 
find that they have been sold creatures that 
collapse before yielding any return. This 
wretched trade is not illegal unless the 
animals sold are afflicted by infectious 
mange, and the cruelty involved can be 
checked only when the overworked and 
exhausted creatures are observed to be 
suffering in their new employment. The 
poor purchasers are victims in the 
matter; for not only are they liable to 
make very bad bargains at the hands of 
skilful gipsy dealers, but they may involve 
themselves in prosecutions when working 
their purchases. These evils would be 
prevented, or at least greatly -minimised, 
if sellers of horses sold only from their 
own houses or in recognised sales yards ; 
for in such a case purchasers finding them- 
selves possessed of “ faked’’ and worthless 
animals can get redress in the courts, 
while gipsy salesmen at the informal “ old 
horse market’’ cannot be traced. There 
are frequent complaints about this abuse; 
but the only remedy rests with the muni- 
cipal authorities or the police. 


REV. GEORGE F. COURTENAY, 
M.A. 


We regret té announce the death of the 
Rev. George Frederick Courtenay, M.A., 
formerly of 122 Pembroke road, Dut!in, who 
had reached his 90th year. 
Mr. Courtenay was one of the cldest olergy- 
men of the Church of Ireland. He took his 
B.A. degree in Trinity College and the 
Divinity Testimonium in 1860, and received 
Deacon's Orders from the Bishop of Down in 
1862. He was curate of Kilbroney, Co. Down, 
and subsequently of Aghaderg, for the next 
four years, when he was transferred to 
St. James’s Parish, Dublin. Having served 
in Clon a in 1867, he became rector of 
Quin, Killaloe, and was rector of Roscommon 
from 1878 to 1882. He was Vicar of Broom- 
field, Somersetshire, and of othe- English 
parishes, but in 1808 he returned to the 
Chureh of Ireland, and for four years was 
rector of Croghan, Co. Roscommon. In 
1902 Mr. Courtenay retired from the active 
duty of the Ministry, but for a time he did 
occasional duty on Sundays in the Dublin 
Diocese. This he was obliged to give up, as 
he became almost completely deaf. Mr. 
Courtenay had been a member of the Univer- 
sity Club for half a century. Notwithstand- 
ing his great age, he was able to move about 
until quite recently.

The Dawes Report, 


There can be no doubt as to the pro- 


bable effect which the carrying out of the 
Dawes recommendations and the economic 
reconstruction of Germany will have 
eventually on British industries, especially 
where the Dowager on the great coal, iron and steel trades.

| A Petrol War. 


Commercial owners, motorists and the 
public generally are watching develop- 
ments in the petrol war with keen interest.

The present price charged is 1s. 11d. per 


gallon, and the non-combine - maintain 
that it can. be sold in London at a suffi- 
cient. profit for sixpence less. Whether 
they will be able to organise a. service 
wide enough to make supplies at that 
price remunerative is dependent on the 


capital at their command. This is oe at 


5,000, 000. Unless the scheme embraces 
virtually the whole country, as distinct 
from the treatment, of selected areas, it is 


not likely to force down the rates per 


gallon now charged by the monopolies 
which largely control the whole of our 
supply. If the new venture is too re- 
stricted in its operations, it can be under- 
cut and beaten out of the market, after 
which prices can be restored gradually to 
their present level. If, on the other hand, 
it proves a formidable opponent to exist- 
ing powerful interests, there may be a 
fusion financially satisfactory to both, but 
leaving the consumer in the lurch. 


Lossiemouth Golf Club. 


- The Lossiemouth. golfers are in a 
quandary. During the war they expelled 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald from their midst 
on account of his political leanings. 
Recently, but only by a majority, the 
club declined to remove the ban. It now 
appears that a certain wealthy member, 
an ardent admirer of the Prime Minister, 
has called in his loan of £3,000 which was 
required to keep things going. A pretty 
row seems to be in progress as to the 
course that shall be taken: Those who 
want Mr. Macdonald back will not assist 
in paying off the loan, and those who 
favour his continued exclusion threaten ta 
resign if. he sets foot again in the club- 
house.

A By-Election. 


London University is in the throes of a 
Parliamentary by-election, the ‘vacancy 
having been caused by the death of Sir 
Sydney: Russell-Wells just before the 
House rose, The fight is not being con- 
ducted on political lines, but on the 
question whether the poor student should 
be barred because he cannot afford to pay 
college and tutorial fees. It is the 
Government’s intention to give effect to 
what is called the Haldane scheme, by 
which are known the recommendations of 
a Royal Commission, over which the Lord 
Chancellor presided some years ago. One 
of the recommendations is that the Uni- 
versity Senate shall be drastically reduced 
in number, and that a large proportion of 
the members shall be appointed by the 
Government and by London's municipal 
bodies. _ Another is that “external 
degrees” granted to students who do not 
attend the colleges, but study as best they 
can, shall be abolished. On these points 
the battle rages. Many of the members

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24 PASSENGERS

Two White Star liners were caught in a 
hurricane in the Atlantic while making 
for New York last Tuesday night. The 
Homeric, a 34,350 ton boat, managed to 
outweather the storm with the loss of a 
lifeboat, but the Arabic, which is only 
half the size and 14 years older—having 
been built in 1908, with a tonnage of 
10,786—suffered more severely.

MOTOR ’BUS ON FIRE. 


SIX PASSENGERS BURNT TO

THE HAGUE, Wednesday. 

A serious motor omnibus accident has oc- 
eurred at Heine, a little village in the East 
of Holland. A party of peasants were return- 
ing home after celebrations in honour of the 
Queen’s birthday, which, as it falls this year 
on a Sunday, August 3lst, is being celebrated 
on the preceding week days. The motor 
omnibus was new. During the first stage of 
the journey a fire broke out near the engine. 
The design of the motor "buses in Holland 
is different from that of the types used in 
London.

The 
emergency door in this 'bus became jammed, 
with the result that all the passengers, who 
rushed to the exit, were caught in a trap.

BERLIN, Wednesday. 

The Reichstag presented an extraordinary 
scene this evening. For the first time in its 
history detectives entered the House in order 
to compel recalcitrant . to leave the 
building. The President, Dr. Wallraff, opened 
the sitting at half-past five with the announce- 
ment that the three Communist me who 
were mainly responsible for the disturbance 
this morning were to be excluded from the 
sitting. 

He thea summonded them to leave the 
Chamber. As they took no notice of his in- 
junction, the President suspended the sitting 
for five minutes, and announced the exclusion 
of the three deputies for twenty sittings. He 
then requested the public galleries to ve 
cleared, as forcible measures, he said, would 
be taken to eject the deputies. The public 
and most of the deputies then left the House, 
with the exception of 45 Communists, who re- 
mained in their seats, laughing and chattering. 

A body of about 25 detectives in plain 
clothes trooped into the Reichstag, and were 
creeted with ironical langhter by the Com- 
munists, who sang the “ Internationale.”’ Two 
o: the Communist deputies, on being requested 
by the leader of the detectives to retire, did 
so, without making any resistance, being 
escorted from the Chamber by the ‘police. 
The third deputy had left on his own accord 
earlier. 

On the Reichstag reassembling, the Presi- 
dent was greeted with shouts from the Com- 
mrnists, ' Down with this police Parliament.” 

The second reading of the Dawes Bills was 
passed. The third and decisive reading will 
not now be taken until Friday, owing to the 
obstructionist tactics of the Communists and 
Extreme Nationalists. 


THE VOTING. 


The result of the voting in the Reichstag 
on the second reading of the Decree Law re- 
lating to the administration of the railways 
under the Dawes .scheme was as follows— 
For 248, against 174. 

The bill dealing with the issue bank was 
passed in the Reichstag by 249 votes to 171. 
with two abstentions. The bills dealing with 
perrete issue banks, the liquidation of the 

entenbank, and with the minting of new 
coinage, were also . the Communists 
and extreme Nationalists voting against. The 
bill dealing with the industrial obligations 
was adopted by 247 votes to 173, with one 
abstention. The bill ratifying the Pact of 
London was passed by 248 votes to 175, and 
the House also passed the bill dealing with 
staff conditions on the German railways. Thus 
all the bills dealing with the Dawes Report 
have now been sed by the Reichstag. with 
the exception of the Railways Bill, for the 
passage of which the necessary two-thirds 
majority was not obtained.

A dissolution is considered inevitable in poli- 
tical circles. 

Forty-two Presidents of the Nationalist 
Party organisation in the country met this 
morning to consider the position and make 
clear the attitude of the constituencies to the 
Nationalist Reichstag members. 

A long discussion ensued, but in the final 
vote only three votes were recorded in favour 
of acceptance of the Dawes legislation. The 
Nationalist members met this afternoon to 
consider their action as a result of this ex- 
pression of opinion.

SIR CHARLES FERGUSSON 
APPOINTED.

‘The King has been pleased to approve the 
appointment of General Sir Charles Fergusson, 
Bart., K.C.Bi, K.C.M.G., D.8.0., to be 
Governor-General and Commander-in-Chief of 
the Dominion of New Zealand, in succession 
to Admiral of the Fleet Viscount Jellicoe, 
G.C.B., O.M., G.O.V.0., whose period of 
office soon will expire. 

Lord Jellicoe, was appointed Governor. 
General in 1920, has been anxious to yetire 
for some time. He is extremely popular in 
New Zealand, and the task of finding a suc- 
cessor to him has caused the Labour Govern- 
ment considerable difficulty Several names 
have been suggested from time to time by the 
Colonial Secretary, but until Sir Charles 
Fergusson’s was put forward none of them 
met with the cordial approval of the Dominion 
Cabinet. Sir Charles is the son of a former 
Governor. 

The post of Governor-General requires a 
person not merely of high standing but of 
considerable wealth. It carries a salary of 
£5,000 a year and an allowance of £2,500, 
but it is we!l known that the expenses of 
Lord Jellicoe and his predecessors have ex- 
ceeded these amounts. 

Sir Charles Fergusson is one of Britain's 
most distinguished soldiers. He was the 
only son of the sixth baronet and Edith, 
daughter of the late Marquis of Dalhousie. 
Educated at Eton and Sandhurst, he joined 
the Grenadier Guards in 1883, and saw ser- 
vice in many campaigns. In 1907 he served 
on the Commander-in-Chief’s Staff in Ireland, 
and from 1909 until 1913 was Inspector of 
Infantry. Sir. Charles commanded the 
Fifth Division during the early stages of the 
war, and afterwards commanded the Second 
and Seventeenth prey Corps. From 1918 
until the end of 1919 he was Military 
Governnor of occupied German rial | 

This is the first civil appointment that Sir 
Charles Fergusson has held. His wife is a 
daughter of the seventh Ear! of Glasgow.

ZAGHLULIST PRESS AND 
EGYPTIAN RIGHTS. 


CAIRO, Wednesday. 

As regards the recent British Press com- 
ments upon the situation in the Sudan, the 
Zaghlulist Press says that one looked for some 
amelioration of the position, everything having 
been done on the Egyptian side without 
3 mm the country’s rights and dignity, 
to keep that sang froid and calm so neces- 
sary in difficult circumstances, 

The Government organs generally express 

regret that the British side does not seem 
exactly to appreciate this wise attitude, and 
that certain British newspapers continue to 
deny Egyptian rights in the Sudan, with an 
impudence and a lack of sincerity justifying 
Egypt's apprehensions. 
_It is contended here that certain British 
circles appear desirous of maintaining between 
Egypt and Great Britain a state of tension 
and defiance equally injurious to both 
countries. Neither Zaghlul Pasha nor any 
other Egyptian statesman, it is maintained, 
could go to England and subscribe to an 
arrangement which would mean the pure and 
simple abandonment of the Sudan. It is 
pointed out that the present tone of the 
British Press implies an invitation to negotia- 
tions tantamount to an invitation to suicide. 
The whole Zaghlulist Press categorically 
denies that the Egyptian Premier has any 
intention of deserting his post in this hour of 
danger.—(Reuter.)

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TRIBES REPORTED QUIET. 


The Times observes in a leading article :— 
There has been a marked improvement of the 
atmosphere in Cairo and of the situation at 
Khartum and the other temporarily dis- 
turbed points in the Sudan since the intentions 
of the British Government to maintain order 
in the country were bluntly and firmly 
announced to all whom they might concern.

A seditious cir- 
cular, it is true, has been circulated in the 
towns of the Sudan, bidding “ the Sudanese 
nation ' to be firm, and pointing out to them 
the example of Egypt, who, unarmed as she 
was, yet forced the British to grant her re- 


cognition. Private letters, however, from re- 
sponsible persons in the Sudan have 
reached Alexandria, and state that the 


tribes everywhere are perfectivy quiet in 
spite of the propaganda subsidised from Egypt, 
and that they have not been affected by the 
incidents at Khartum 

Two instructive communications which we 
publish to-day wive very good reasons why 
this should be the attitude of the populations 
of the Sudan. Sir Ernest Wallis Budge, the 
eminent Egyptologist, traces the MH oí 
Egyptian relations with those peoples from 
the earliest times until Lord Kitchener 
crushed the Khalifa, and Mr. Edward Grove, 
a former official in the extreme South of the

A GREAT PHYSIOLOGIST. 


The Times announces the death of Sir 
William Maddock Bayliss, the famous 
a and philosopher, at the age of 

The world of science, says The Times, 
loses by his death probably the greatest con- 
temporary physiologist and a researcher and 
philosopher of the widest intellectual range. 
In 1914 he brought out his work, ‘‘ The Prin- 
ciples of General Physiology,’’ one of the most 
remarkable scientific books that has ever been 
written. William Maddock Bayliss was born 
at Wolverhampton in 1866. He entered at 
University College in 1881, and after failing 
in anatomy at the second M.B. examination 
determined to abandon the idea of a medical 
qualification and to devote himself to 
physiology. After taking his degree at 
Oxford he returned to London and spent the 
remainder of his life in scientific research 
work. In 1919 he received the highest honotr 
which is in the power of the Royal Society 
to Anes ia tá the Copley Medal. He was 
knighted in 1922.

Mr. Stephen O'Riordan, T.C., who desired 
evidence, was then sworn. It was 
only that morning, he sa d, that he saw in the 
Press that Mr. James Donovan, ex-T.C., had 
made a statement about him on the previous 
i: He continued :'— was away last week 
tor three or four days on business, and when 
Ijcame back on Saturday morning I was 
formed that Mr. Donovan was going around 
the streets with a pamphlet exposing a 
number of members of the Corporation, and 
I was told that I was one of them.: I said 
how could that occur, and I then learned 
that there was a half-year’s rate, amounting 
to £2 5s.

As far as the 
Corporation is concerned, I would not give 
a button, and I would defend myself any- 
where. During the half-year for which that 
rate of £2 5s. 9d. was due, from March, 1921, 
1921, I was interned, and 
my house was .mpty and my family were 
away in Kerry. What I meant in addressing 
Mr. Donovan was, that if he continued 
libelling me in the street, I would take the 
necessary steps to defend myself.

When the evidence on behalf of the Pro- 
pene Association had concluded, Mr.

11d. in the £ and to-day they were 
something over 20s. in the £. Everyone knew 
oi the big increase that had taken place in the 
wages of the labour which the Corporation 
had to employ extensively, and it was only 
natural-.that such an increase should take 
place. He laid emphasis on the fact that a 
Fubstantial portion of that rate was not under 
the control of the Corporation, but still the 
Corporation was obliged to pay it out for the 
purposes for which it was utilised. Two 
efforts had already been made by the Cor- 
poration to extend the borough boundary, but 
on each occasion the inquiry had gone against 
them. Only three members of the Corpora- 
tion were in default in rates, and of these Mr. 
Riordan had paid. while two others were not 
in a position to do so, and he was sure that 
by the time the inquiry had concluded 
the citizens and the authorities would be satis- 
fied that the Corporation had discharged its 
duties fairly and reasonably, and that no 
ground existed for interference with it. 


ALDERMAN’S CROSS-EXAMINATION. 

Alderman Beamish, T.D., was then cross- 
examined, and stated that he was a member 
of the Corporation for thirteen years, but had 
not attended meetings of that body for two 
years. He had been Chairman of the Public 
Works Committee. The extension of the 
borough boundary failed because they had 
sought to include too extensive an area.

DUCHESS SEEKS INJUNCTION, 

The Duchess of Westminster, at the Vaca- 
tion Court in London yesterday, sought an 
injunction to restrain the Duke from ejecting 
her from Bourdon House, Davies street, 
Berkeley square. 

Counsel for the Duke asked for an adjourn- 
ment for a fortnight. He said that affidavits 
had been served containing a highly contro- 
versial matter. The Duchess had gone to 
America and the Duke was abroad. 

Counsel for the Duchess said that he was 
not prepared to agree to an adjournment. 

Mr. Justice Tomlin stated that he was will- 
ing to adjourn the matter, but wanted to 
know whether there was a necessity for under- 
taking to maintain the status quo. 

The Duchess’s counsel said that his conten- 
tion was that the Duchess was in occupation 
of the house and was entitled to go there 
when she wished. His friend contended that 
she was not entitled to do so. The Duke's 
servants, he continued, had told her maid 
that she will not be allowed to go. She 
cannot go to get her boxes, and had been 
told if she goes she will be turned into the 
street. The Duchess’s maid, he added, is in 
the house, but has been deprived of her food 
by the other servants. The house was staffed 
by the Duke’s servants.
